broken records 
for 
dryness

some parts of the country and for 
w etness in others, according to th e 
U nited States W eather B ureau. 
In O klahom a, th e 111 days from 
Ja n u a ry 1 to A pril 20— w ith 
ap­ 
proxim ately o n e-fifth the norm al 


rainfall— w ere the driest on record 
for that period; the previous driest 
— 1910— had 60 percent m ore p re­ 
cipitation. 
K ansas also had 
the 
driest first m onths on record; the 
Jan u ary 1 to A pril 20 period had 
less than 30 p ercent norm al ra in ­ 
fall. T exas had only about 40 p e r­ 
cent of its norm al for the sam e 
period. 
In M issouri, n ea r th e end 
of April, 1936 w as th e d riest year 
since S tate-w ide records hav e been 
kept. 
On the other hand, M arch this 
year was the w ettest on record in 
srm e eastern sections. 
T he av er­ 
age rainfall for P ennsylvania for 
th a t m onth w as nearly 7 inches, or 
about 30 percent m ore th a n 
the 
previous high record. 
N ew Y ork, 
W est V irginia, and V irginia each 
had the second heaviest rain fall on 
record for M arch.
